AM going to approach this subject 

from the progressive end. I am an- 
ticipating God a little bit. Most re- 
ligious (?) leaders look to the past 
for their inspiration. They tell us 
that so-and-so happened 2000 years 
ago; therefore, it must be true today, 
and death is one of those things which 
these religious leaders say is ever 
with us. It has been to date, but that’s 
not grounds for saying it always will 
be with us, by a long shot. 


God is Life. Life cannot be death 
in any sense of the word. The body 
dies, no doubt about that, but the 
death of the body does not fit in with 
the eternal scheme of God. Either one 
of two theories must be correct. 
Hither the body lives forever, at some 
future date, or the body is a mistake, 
and never should have been created 
in the first place. Well, it’s too won- 
derful a piece of mechanism over 
which to accuse God of having made 
a mistake. I don’t believe that. I am 
more inclined to the opinion that when 
we become more and better acquaint- 
ed with the Power in us, which Power 
is the actual and literal Spirit of God, 
then the length of time this body 
exists will be completely under the 
desire of the Spirit of God in us. If 
it be a fact, and it is, that we can, here 
and now, use the Power of the Spirit 
of God for the manifestation of what- 
ever we need, then, if permanent 
physical life is to be desired, I see no 
reason why the Spirit which made 
Life in the first place, and which 
made this remarkable body at the 
same time, should not continue that 
physical life indefinitely, do you? 

If God is intelligent, and God must 
be, or there isn’t any God, then He 
must exist for some better purpose 
than to roast, frizzle, and fry us hu- 
mans in a pot of boiling oil, just be- 
cause We would not believe what some 
church organization asked us to be- 
lieve. If God exists at all, He must 
have a very vital interest in the race 
He created. Then, if God has a vital, 
living interest in us, do you not sup- 
pose that the Spirit of God which 
actually lives in us, giving us life, in- 
telligence, power, etc., every day, can 
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so ordain that physical death be not 
necessary? I think the Spirit of God 
is abundantly able to do that very 
thing. More than that, I think that 
immortality of the body is in the plan 
of God. Certainly if we would live on 
earth at peace with everyone, and if 
at the same time we could know the 
fullness of the Power of the Spirit of 
God, I believe that would certainly 
be Elysia with a vengeance. 

For some reason or other, death 
entered this picture. The church gets 
fat off the death angle. It tells us 
that we don’t need to worry. All we 
need to do is to count some beads, tell 
the priest that we did wrong, and 
trust the church (and pay it), and the 
church, as the “only one authorized to 
act and teach for God,” will take care 
of everything on the other side of the 
tomb.

That 
is the question. It is a question that 
time alone will answer. Probably 
what will happen is that many of their 
individual ministers and priests will 
leave the organizations, preferring to 
cast in their lot with the organization 
which is manifesting the Power of 
the Spirit of God on earth.

God. God will not hold that against 
them. God cannot do that, for God 
is the Spirit of Infinite Love as well 
as many other things. 


The Roger Babson report for the 
past four years shows that 75 per cent 
of all church membership never at- 
tend. Their pews are 75 per cent 
empty. It shows that 58 per cent of 
the people listed as “members” are 
either dead, departed, or moved, for 
that percentage never attends the 
churches, the rolls of which carry 
their names. The report shows the 
staggering loss of financial support 
in every church branch of the church’s 
activities. Surely this cannot continue. 
This is but the normal reaction which 
has come as a result of attempting to 
bring to the world a false “god” in- 
stead of the True Spirit of the Living 
God. Verily the handwriting is on the 
wall. Surely the time of absolute dis- 
integration is very close. With the 
Truths of God now being made known 
to the world, what possibility is there 
of the false prophets continuing to 
teach their doctrines, even if it were 
desirable for them to do so? The issue 
is clear cut. The answer is sure. The 
Spirit of God is being made known 
to all men through the Movement in 
Moscow, Idaho, and as these actual 
truths of God are made known, they 
are bound to replace the false and 
pagan theories of God whicn have 
been presented to the world for the 
past few thousand years. Both cannot 
survive, and, of course, the truths of 
God will survive. 

Through this new conception of 
God, men and women are finding the 
Power of the Spirit of God, and once 
that Power is found in their lives, 
nothing can keep them from the Great 
Source of that Power. They are leav- 
ing the honest, though false theories 
of God just as rapidly as the Truth is 
being made known to them. This, of 
course, brings hatred and friction 
against those of us who have been 
called to bring this new revelation of 
God to the world.

Before too long, the whole world 
will be coming to us for these truths, 
and the Infinite Spirit of God, to 
which we belong and whom we serve, 
will carry Its own message, under Its 
own Power, to ultimate victory. Then, 
smiling into the face of God, and with 
a very vivid love for God, we will 
continue to plainly speak, telling men 
and women of the wonderful truths 
of God as we are revealing those 
truths to the world. It’s a glorious 
work. It’s a work we never thought 
we would be chosen for, but evidently 
God knows best.

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No Problem 

What appears at first sight to be a 
serious problem is arising. Here is 
what it is. Ever so often a minister— 
an honest minister, writes to us telling 
us that we have convinced him that 
he has not been telling his congrega- 
tion the truth about God. Usually 
such a minister accompanies his let- 
ter by a statement that he is at once 
resigning from his denomination, be- 
cause, he states, he cannot longer 
preach what he knows now to be un- 
true, and rather than do that, he is 
resigning. Then the natural thing for 
him to do is to ask us if we will not 
allow him to go out and preach “Psy- 
chiana.” 

We are exceedingly sorry that we 
cannot allow this at the present time. 
We are working out a plan to estab- 
lish a Teachers’ College here in Mos- 
cow, Idaho, and when that plan has 
been fully developed, we shall give 
those who wish to join the “Psychi- 
ana” Ministry, full and complete 
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training. Then, they may go out and 
preach for us, but we do not believe 
we care to authorize anyone to teach 
this message until he or she is fully 
equipped to do so. The way to handle 
this question is about as follows— 
when a minister feels that he does not 
care to longer tell men and women 
that the Great God of this universe 
was crucified on a cross, and when 
he feels that the Spirit of God has 
called him to quit such teaching, that 
man should at once get in touch with 
his Elders or whoever it 
under. 


is he is 


Let him tell his superiors very 
plainly that he has seen the light, and 
cannot conscientiously tell men and 
women a story of God which is not 
true. If enough ministers will do 
that, the large denominations, both 
Catholic and Protestant, will begin 
to take notice, and hurried confer- 
ences will be held. The likely result 
will be that they will decide that this 
story of the “crucifixion of Almighty 
God” must go, if men and women are

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to be won over to recognize the ever- 
existing Power of the Spirit of God 
in their lives. 

We don’t believe any man, minister 
or priest, should play fast and loose 
with human beings. We do not believe 
they should tell them a story of God 
which is not true. The fact that they 
may say they believe it is true is en- 
tirely aside from the point. It is not a 
case of what any minister or priest 
believes. It is a case of what are the 
facts. Those facts are easily obtain- 
able and verifiable. We welcome 
every minister or priest who sees the 
falsity of his present preachments 
to write us. Perhaps sooner than we 
know, we may be in a position t0 
have our Teachers’ College, and then 
we can train and equip our own men 
and women for this ministry. The 
Spirit of God is leading us, however: 
and we shall follow that leading very 
closely.
